Injunction Threatened When 
Council Denies Holly 
Trail Protest 


Pomeroy’s Past” wins A 
cere Appreciation Of 
Two Bijf Audiences 


Disregarding a threat by D. F. 
J. Willet that he would appeal to 
the courts for an injunction to 
prevent carrying through of the 
project, the City Council last 
night passed an amended and 
somewhat modified ordinance of 
intention to proceed with the 
paving of approximately two 
miles of roads and trails in 
Sierra Madre Canyon. 

Less than half a dozen canyon 
property owners appeared at the 
Council chamber to enter objec¬ 
tions to the improvement pro¬ 
gram, but Mr. Willet said he 
spoke for owners of 88.5 per cent 
of the property fronting on Holly 
Trail and that he and they vigor¬ 
ously protested against the paving 
of any part of tnat thoroughiaie 
and would fight 'to the last ditcn 
to prevent it. 

In its present form the ordi¬ 
nance of intention calls for a six- 
foot path instead of a iO-foot road 
on Holly Trail, as was originally 
planned. 

But Mr. Willet says any sort oi 
paving will ruin the natural, rus¬ 
tic beauty of the trail and ot 
the canyon generally, require the 
removal of some stately trees, 
kill others and is generally ob¬ 
jectionable to owners of 95 per 
cent of the property along the 
trail and to a very large majority 
of all the lot owners in the can¬ 
yon. 

A majority protest signed by 
owners of property in Brookside 
Lane and presented at a previous 
meeting caused the Council to

Citrus Shipments Mean $135,- 
000,000 To California 
Growers This Year 

Making a new record for Cali¬ 
fornia citrus returns, over $135,- 
000,000 was returned to California 
during the past season for a 
citrus crop 32 per cent smaller 
than the one of the previous year, 
according to the annual report is¬ 
sued yesterday by E. G. Dezell, 
general manager of the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange. 

The report disclosed that re¬ 
turns for the past season's ship¬ 
ments of 59, 656 cars of citrus 
fruit were more than $16,000,000 
in excess of the previous year 
when 88,363 cars were shipped.
